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INTRODUCTION 
About Chartbook 


CHARTBOOK is published annually by the Office of Economics of the U.S. 
International Trade Commission to make available to the Congress, the Executive Branch, 
and the public i:iformation on the composition, value, and direction of U.S. merchandise 
trade with the world and its major trading partners for the previous five years. 


This edition of CHARTBOOK contains information on U.S. trade with geographically 
related economic regions and trade with individual countries for the years 1987-91. The 
following economic regions and individual countries are included in this edition. 


The data presented in CHARTBOOK includes trade in merchandise only. Trade in 
services is not included, except as noted.' This publication is prepared from data compiled 
from official statistics of the U.S. Department of Commerce contained in the CENSUS trade 
database, unless otherwise noted. Imports are Census-basis’ imports for consumption at 
customs value. Exports are Census-basis domestic exports at f.a.s. value. All values are

? This database is maintained by the U.S. Department of Commerce, International Trade 
Administration, at the National Institutes of Health (NIH) Federal Data Processing Center. Since 
January 1, 1989, U.S. trade data have been collected on the basis of the product subheadings of the 
Harmonized Tariff Schedule of the United States (HTS). Data for years prior to 1989 were originally 
Classified under the former Tariff Schedules of the United States (TSUS). For purposes of this report, 
the data for 1987-88 were converted to HTS categories, and are therefore estimates. 


> US. merchandise foreign trade data are collected by the Customs Service and compiled and 
published by the Bureau of Census, and are referred to as Census-basis trade. Census-bas's 
merchandise trade is adjusted by the Bureau of Economic Analysis (BEA) for inclusion in their Balance 
of Payments (BOP) statistics. These adjusted data are referred to as BOP-basis merchandise trade. 
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presented in billions of U.S. dollars except as noted.‘ Because of numerical rounding 
(usually at the billions of dollars level), some totals and percentages presented graphically 
may not equal those derived directly from data presented in appendixes A through C. 


Trade data are presented according to broad product sector groupings: food, 
manufactured goods, fuel and raw materials, and all other goods. These groupings are based 
on the Standard International Trade Classification (SITC), revision 3. The following are the 
SITC section categories included within each product sector grouping. 


* Section 0 (food and live animals) * Section 5 (chemicals) 
* Section 1 (beverages and tobacco) * Section 6 (basic manufactures) 


* Section 4 (animal and vegetable oils) * Section 7 (machinery and transport equipment) 
* Section 8 (miscellaneous manufactures) 


* Section 2 (crude materials) * Section 9 (commodities not elsewhere classified)
